There is no doubt that Pendergast

non there is a difference. Shannon, 
without doubt, will conscientiously 
work for Reed's election, but many 
of the Shannon faction will refuse to 
follow him to Reed this year.

There has been consid- 
erable local gossip that the Tom 
Marks faction of the Republican 
party would support Reed, but this 
is not taken seriously. Marks is 
friendly to Reed, but his organiza- 
tion has dwindied until there is lit- 
tle left of it, and what there is un- 
doubtedly will be mixed up in the 
Republican campaign. At that, it is 
doubtful if the Marks support would 
mean 500 votes. It is probable that 
the whole Democratic vote in Jack- 
son County will not exceed 30,000, 
and it may be several thousand less 
than that.
